HAIG DRIYES SIX MILES 
INTO GERMAN FRONT.

London, Oct. «.—The fourth Ger­ 
man army, composed of the Kaiser’s 
crack regiments and commanded by 
Crown Prince Rupprecbt of Bavaria, 
has been almost completely shatterred 
by the savage British thrusts in the 
battle of Flanders 
Four army corps were practically 
annihilated by the great drive ot 
Thursday when Field Marshal Haig 
drove forward to the apex 
of 
the 
Ypres salient until he has now gone 
six miles deep into the German front. 
German counter attacks have all 
failed and, the number of German pris­ 
oners has been increased to about 5,- 
000. It was estimated that Field Mar­ 
shal Haig must have used close jto a 
quarter of a million men when his 
troops drove forward Thursday. Ger 
man reinforcements have been hur­ 
ried to this front and it was reported 
from Amsterdam that the Kaiser him­ 
self would go to the Belgian front to 
inspire his men to more desperate de­ 
fense of the battle front which means 
possession of the 
German 
U-boat 
bases on the Belgian coast.
